This man followed directions and the doctor reports 
that now he, too, is listening to the sermon. In fact, he 
finds himself intensely interested in the church. He never 
dreamed it would make such an appeal to him. A defi- 
nite change for the better is beginning to come over him. 


“By giving these patients the advice to go to church, I 
am utilizing a technique that works in many maladies. I 
have learned that in treating a human being we must 
consider the whole man and deal with him as something 
other than a mechanism or organism, for man is than 
a bundle of chemical reactions. I believe,” said the doc- 
tor, “that faith plus science properly correlated can do tre-

May I outline my own practice? The theories began

The serviceman who returned 
from World War II had an excel- 
lent opportunity offered him un- 
der the GJ Bill of Rights to con- 
tinue his education which had 
been interrupted by the war. 

The Government, through the 
Veterans Administration, stood 
ready to pay his or her way 
through a regular college or uni- 
versity or to schools where agri- 
culture might be studied or a vo- 
cation learned. 


Hundreds of Georgians took ad- 
vantage of this generous offer, en- 
rolling in various schools of the 
State or elsewhere. Many already 
have finished their schooling and 
are now profitably employed in in- 
dustry. Many others are still en- 
rolled. 

Thousands of Georgians, how- 
ever, had the door to this educa- 
tional opportunity closed to them 
because they were not equipped 
with the fundamentals of knowl- 
edge necessary for pursuing higher 
education or for mastering the sci- 
ence of agriculture and the techni- 
calities of a trade. 

In simple language, these thou- 
sands, many of them, didn’t even 
know the “three R's.”

He 
listed them as Fire Fighter Bob 
Hughes and J. C. Harding who 
volunteered to help fight the blaze 
when it appeared the whole down- 
town area was threatened. 

The warehouse of the Sim’s De- 
partment Store was gutted. More 
than $10,000 worth of Christmas 
toys and other merchandise were 
destroyed, Lamar Smith, local 
manager of the chain store, de- 
clared. Late yesterday the ruins 
were still smoking. 

The other two buildings, badly 
dameged by fire and water, were: 
the Orr Grocery Store and the: 
Douglasville Cafe. 

Firemen and equipment re-' 
sponded to Douglasville from 
Villa Rica, Dallas, Austrell, Ma-, 
rietta, and Atlanta. 

Fire Chief Harper said ‘the 
entire town might have gone up 
in smoke if it had not been for 
the utiring efforts of the neigh- 


boring fire fighters who battled 


a cold wind.” - 

Harold Orr, World War IT vet- 
eran operator of the grocery store, 
said he estimated his loss at ap- 
proximately 75 percent. 

City Hall Clerk Mrs. Elma 
Moody declared that the City Hall, 
the bus station, and a jewelry store 
had to be evacuated as the blaze 
began spreading over the entire

Red Drew Prefers 
Last Year's Rules 


SHIELDS-WATKINS FIELD, KNOXVILLE— 
Mr. Harold Drew, the Alabama footba!l coach, 
left his team to handle Open Date U all by 
itself and came up here to assist Malcolm Laney 
in scouting Georgia Tech against Tennessee. 

; Mr. Drew, a genial Irishman with the nick- 

name of Red, is one of the more popular coaches around the 
Southeastern Conference, despite the fact his Crimson Tide wins 
its share of victories. He has an unfailing wit and always is in 
a good humor, win or lose. 

He’s quite happy right now since Alabama’s victory over 
Georgia a week ago and he has some very kind words for 
the Bulldogs. 

“They are the best team we've played all season.” he said. 
“Prosperi is a lot better quarterback than we thought and Georgia 
is a lot better football team than its record indicates.” 

Red, like most other football coaches, prefers last year’s 
unlimited substitution rules to the confusion they have ar- 
ranged this season. 

“Now,” he said, “you have either your offensive or defensive 
teams playing the majority of the game. And that isn’t good. I 
much prefer last year’s rules because now you have no chance to 
do anything but woiry about getting boys in and out of the game.” 


° : Mr. W. A. Alexander, the old man of Georgia 
Alex s Veiws Tech, also has some positive opinions about the 


rules and proposes one or two changes to remedy the situation. 

“They should either go back to the old rule of one sub- 
stitution a quarter,” he said, “or else limit substitutions to 
one a play. Maybe the latter would be best because then it 
would take 11 plays for a coach to get an entire new team on 
the field.” 

Coach Alex also has some unique ideas about the two-platoon 
system now in vogue. 

He doesn’t believe football teams have enough talent for 
thing they are trying to do. 

“You can’t convince me,” he says, “that a boy who is great 
on offense isn’t the same on defense. Sometimes you might 
find a back who can play offense and can’t play defense. 
But generally speaking, your best boys at doing one are also 
the best at the other. Consequently, a lot of teams are mak- 
ing mistakes by sticking strictly to the two-team system.” 
The “old man” has a logical argument there, as usual. 

It is with considerable regret on the part 
Bull-Headedness of everybody that Tech "and Tountiaee 
eoncluded their series with yesterday's game. 

Actually, there is little excuse for it. Bob Neyland admits the 
only reason for it is bullheadedness on the part of both himself 
and Tech officials.

5. Take along a gift for his chil- 
dren; compliment him on his farm 
and crops; remember him at 
Christmas; send him some seeds 
for patches or borders. (Don’t send 
him bargain basement clean-outs. ) 

6. Don’t make yourself at home 
too quickly; be friendly but don’t 
push. 

7. Always remember that you 
are the farmer’s guest, accorded

- comprehensive rehabilitation program. 
The Department of Corrections repeat- 
@dly has asked the Legislature for the 
money to do the very things which the 
League sets forth. But the Legislature, 
pressed for more school money, more old- 
- age pensions, and better health, welfare 
‘ and institutional care, has been unable to 


find a place in the budget for the sums > 


necessary.

“crafts and trades. Then there is the ju- 


venile camp for white boys at Milledge- 
ville and the newly opened one for Negro 
boys at Augusta. 

With only a small amount of money 
to spend, we think it is obvious that 
greater returns will be realized from 
spending much of it toward rehabilitat- 
ing youngsters. This is being done in ad- 
mirable fashion. 

The shortage of funds in the penal 
system is made more acute by the in- 
crease of more than 50 percent in the 
number of prisoners since the war. 

The League deplores the fact that 75 
percent of Georgia’s prisoners are “re- 
peaters ’—those who have been convicted 
more than once. That is indeed a bad 
situation, but it is true not alone in Geor- 
gia. A State-wide probation system would 
do much to provide the remedy. Offi- 
cials say that two-thirds of the prisoners 
now behind bars could serve their terms 


‘outside if proper supervision were avail- 


able. This not only would relieve the 
State of a great financial burden, but 
would enable the offenders to rehabilitate 
themselves, becoming assets instead of lia- 
bilities to society. 

The $50,000 to $60,000 necessary to ex- 
tend probation service to all Georgia 
counties is an investment which is worth 
investigating by the General Assembly. 

Prisoners who serve out their sen- 
tences and go back to society as ex-con- 
victs present another repeater problem. 
With only the $10 which the State gives 
upon release in their pockets they must 
find jobs quickly. It is difficult for a for- 
mer prisoner to get a job. Even if he is 
determined to go straight the odds are 
against him. More often than not he is 
forced back into crime simply because he 
is unable to get an honest job. Nor is 
Georgia alone in turning ex-convicts back 
on society in this manner. The Federal 
Government. does likewise. The answer 
here would seem to be a job placement 
service, which probably ought to be oper- 
ated in conjunction with State-wide pro- 
bation. 

We think the State-wide probation svs- 
tem and a job placement service, both in- 
expensive and money-savers in the long 
run, are the immediate and pressing 
needs. The General Assembly ought to 
establish them at the January session.

A young lady came in, hesitant and ill at ease. 

“I don’t know what to say ...I know there 

are a lot more Legion posts doing the same 

thing ... but we are going to have a memorial at the Harrison 

Road Church. ... It’s the Billy McKee Post... . I’m the one helping 

get out a notice. ... Who was Billy McKee? He was a soldier, 
killed at that Battle of the Bulge... .” 

Nov. 11 is approaching. It is the old Armistice Day .. . the day 
men and women wept and sung and prayed over in 1918 ... the day 
the great war was won and the Hun defeated forever ... or so 
said the orators and writers of the time. ... For a time it seemed 
so. ... But the world plunged into depression .. . the dictators 
came. ... When Japan was winning and the gray tide of the Nazi 
Wermacht and Black Shirt legions were burning up the Ukranian 
plains there was a certain irony about Nov. 11. It had lost its 


meaning. : 
Back But now. we are going back to it. Once again, today and 
throughout the week, there will be memorials. On Nov. 
11 the air will be filled with speeches. Congressmen, at home menda- 
ing fences, will pay siacere tribute to the boys who died and will 
also get in their own licks. It is our custom. ere will be spell- 
binders and there will be isolationists and just in orators who 
will speak on Nov. 11. There will be those wifo point the way, 
recount the errors, predict the future, make the eagle scream, 
denounce the President, praise the President. There will be dances 


and fireworks. 

Also But also on that day there will be tears shed in private; 
there will be mothers and fathers remembering sons; there 

will be wives remembering husbands; there will be young sons and 

daughters over the country at whom the grownups will look and 

whisper, “If only he could have lived to see him? ... wouldn't he 

have loved her?” 

Memorials are perhaps the best. There are too many speeches 
anyhow. There will be some to speak of glory and of dying glori- 
ously for one’s country. More often than not there was little glorv 
to it, if by glory one means flags, bands or heroic gestures. The 
bombs came, the glider crashed; the plane was shot down, the ship 
was sunk; they were in a hole and the shell caught them; they 
were wading ashore when a burst came; they were in the jungle 
when a sniper let go; they were in the tank when the guns found 
it; they were advancing across a field when the Krauts got the 
range ... but they all died, and they all were there-and the enemy 
found them and there is a deep glory in a death which means some- 
thing, which is given for a cause aimed at making a better world 
for human dignity and freedom. And these deaths were those 
placed in the scales of a great contest. They were the weights 
which finally titled them to victory. 

Truth They died for something.! It is the habit of speakers to 

beat their breasts and say they died in vain. That is non- 
( The truth is that we have lived in vain—all of us, the Rus- 
sians, the British, the Americans and all the others of us who have 
lived and not found a way to translate all the deaths into peace. 
‘But let no speaker say any of these men died in vain. 

So perhaps memorials, with prayer, in the quiet sanctuary of 
some house of worship are the best. “The Lord giveth and the 
Lord taketh away, blessed be the name of the Lord.” It is not a 
phrase of comfort because it is an exacting phrase, demanding faith. 
It is a promise, too, not said, but implied. 


Finality The dead are gathered in the great finality of death. 

Memorials are good but not enough. It is no good to 
meet on this one day and say, “J think it is a shame how easily 
people forget the boys, don’t you?” There must be something else 
than merely waiting like dumb cattle until someone determines the 
future. I do not think they died so the rest of us could go down and 
have an ice cream soda or root for the home team, as some of the 
more giddy writers and radio commentators said in the years of 
war. I do not think they reasoned it out. They did not wave a 
flag as they died. They created no heroic lines. Death found 
them because they were there where he was. No matter how they 
died there, they died well and with meaning. The problem re- 
mains ours. Awkward, fumbling, we must keep trying to find a 
way to peace and to learn God’s will. 


Problem So we are left with the problem. Whether we be one 

who gives thanks, saying, “Thank God, mine came 
back,” or whether we be one who winks back the tears and chokes 
back bitter resentment because one did not come back, the prob- 
lem remains ours. 

There is no escaping it, as we tried after the war we called 
World War I. We talked of the folly of war and there is a folly 
to it, until someone tries to take the world by the throat. Always 
there is a choice to make. And there is a certain validity to the 
fact that death is preferable to unendurable life. 

There is no poem really which is good enough to honor these 
men. There are not words fine enough save those from the Gospels. 
Somehow there is left for us, the living, to grapple with the living 
problem of our lives and our communities so that we may translate 
them into usefulness which will not mock the rows of crosses far 


across the seas or the graves in our own soil where sleep the men . 


who went where duty and death were and found death. 
Memorials, somehow, and prayer, seem best. 
But the problem finally is with us, the living.

A Patchwork Economic Policy 


W ASHINGTON—Anyone who wants to know where the Truman 
Administration is headed should pay very particular attention to 
the name of the man President Truman appoints to succeed Dr. 
Edwin Nourse as Chairman of the Council of Economic Advisers. 
For his name will suggest the probable answer to a whole series of 
deeply important unanswered questions. 


Some of these questions are: Will the Administration really slice 
defense expenditures sharply in the year of the Beria bomb? Will 
the Administration, as a recent public statement by the Presi- 
dent seemed to suggest, really plug for higher taxes? And, finally, 
how hard will Truman really fight for his Fair Deal program? 


Stru le If the name of Nougse’s successor is Leon Keyserling, 
go present Vice Chairman of the Council, the probable 
answer to the first two questions is “no.” And the probable answer 
to the third question is ‘“‘very hard indeed.” For Keyserling is the 
candidate of the labor-liberal element in the Administration. And 
he is also one of the leading figuregyin a continuing and deeply 
significant contest within the Administration, which President Tru- 
man has never resolved. 


This struggle revolves around two conflicting economic and fiscal 
theories. On the one hand are the economizers, who are deeply dis- 
turbed by the spectacle of mounting deficits in boom years and 
whose dream is therefore a balanced budget. The recently deposed 
Dr. Nourse was one of the most important leaders of this group. 
Among his allies have been Secretary of the Treasury John Snyder, 
Secretary of Commerce Charles Sawyer, Presidential Aide John 


Steelman, Budget Director Frank Pace on some issues, and now . 


apparently Defense Secretary Louis Johnson. 
The economizers concentrate on two obvious methods of balanc- 
ing the budget—cutting expenditures and raising taxes. 


Listenin President Truman has clearly been listening to the 
g economizers. This is suggested by his rather equivo- 
cal statement on higher taxes, which actually probably meant very 
little. It is also suggested by something that means a great deal— 
the fantastic contradiction between Truman’s announcement that 
the Soviets had perfected an atomic bomb, and his virtually simul- 
taneous decision to cut defense expenditures drastically. 

Yet, as is so often the case, Truman has also been listening to 
the second group, which includes such men as Keyserling’s col- 
league, Economic Councillor John Clark; Agriculture Secretary 
Charles Brannan and the Agriculture Department economist, Dr. 
Louis Bean, and, on most issues, Presidential Counsel Clark Clifford. 

These men fix their eyes on a higher level of national income, 
rather than on expenditures, taxes and the current deficit. They 
argue that only a constantly increasing national income will permit 
a balanced budget, or indeed make it possible for the United States 
to carry its tremendous burden of economic responsibilities. 


‘R d * That this group also has Truman’s ear is indicated 
eme Y not only by the President’s dryly worded accept- 
ance of Dr. Nourse’s resignation. More important evidence is -Tru- 
man’s call for a $300,000,000,000 national income in five years, 
which is clearly distined to become a major Fair Deal war cry. “The 
$300,000,000,000 figure was first put forward by Keyserling. 

This group argues that the only way out of deficit spending is 
to get the level of production, business activity and employment the 
country had in 1948, and then increase this level yearly. If this 
can be done, they assert, even at the present level of taxes and 
expenditures, the budget would be about balanced in 1951, and there 
would be a surplus in 1952. 


How? The trouble is that.no one seems to have a very clear idea 
* of how this dream of an endlessly increasing national in- 
come is to be achieved. Equally the economizers have no very clear 
idea of how their dream of a balanced budget is to be realized with- 
out cutting the liver and lights out of the defense program. Mean- 
while, the President continues to borrow a bit of his economic pro- 
gram from one side and another bit from the other. And this 
system of pick and choose, without any real national economic pol- 
icy, is sure to lead to bad trouble sooner or later, either here or

The formal search is a relic of an incident 
which occurred on Nov. 5, 1605, and I’m bringing 
it up now because Mr. James L. Wells, Atlanta 
businessman, requested me to deal with the gen- 
tleman known to history as Guy Fawkes. 

The bare facts of the celebrated Gunpowder 
Plot are these: the Catholics of England who had 
been treated with great severity during Queen 
Elizabeth's reign, hoped to see better times under 
James I for his mother, Mary Queen of Scots, 
had been a Catholic. But James declared him- 
self Protestant, thus enraging some of the Cath- 
olics so much that they formed a plot to destroy 
King and Parliament at a single blow. For this 
purpose they hired certain basement rooms in 
Parliament House that had been used for storing 
wood, coals and bulky materials. Then they de- 
posited under the hall of Parliament a large num- 
ber of barrels of gunpowder and covered them 
with the wood and faggots to avoid suspicion. 
Guy Fawkes was the person chosen to watch the 
cellar and fire the powder on Nov. 5 while the 
King was opening the Parliamentary session.

Last 
stood an image of Old Nick himself with a pair 
of huge horns and holding a pitchfork in his 
hand.

Dixieland

Promoters of new industry in 
the South find there is a “chain 
reaction” in establishment of basic 
manufacturing plants. © 


They have a tendency to repro- 
duce additional industries. The 
situation at Jackson, Miss., serves 
to illustrate. 


Reports from the Mississippi 
Capital indicate that six new 
industries have pyramided with 
a glass bottle plant as the base. 

A Jackson Chamber of Com- 
merce official told how the city 
attracted a corrugated box fac- 
tory to supply crates for the bot 
tle maker. 


With glass bottles readily avail- 
able, four more manufacturers, 
who need the bottles, move into 
the city. These included a patent’ 
medicine and cosmetic plant, an 
insecticide manufacturer, a new 
soft drink bottler and a maker of 
a bleaching solution. 

By-products of glass bottle man- | 
ufacturing brought the sixth in- 
dustry—a producer of reflector | 
highway signs. : 


WIDESPREAD EFFECTS—Lo- 
Cation of a new industry in a town 
means much more than just anoth- 
er payroll. The effects are so 
widespread that one new plant 
actually breathes new life into 
an entire town. Little Jackson, 
Ala., near Mobile, proves the point. 

Back in 1938, the Vanity Fair 
Mills moved to Jackson, and began, 
production of ladies’ underwear. 
Just how this one industry, with. 
its 500 employes, re-vitalized the 
town, is illustrated by a statistical 
story submitted by Jefferson Davis 
Henry, of the Alabama Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Postal receipts at Jackson in 
1938 totaled $7,500. the 1949 
figure was $24,560. 

Jackson had 250 telephones in 
1938, and now there are 850 in 
the tewn and more in sight as 
soon gs a new dial system is in- 
stalled. 

Consumption of electricity be- 
fore the mill came amounted to 
only a million kilowatt hours in 
contrast to the five-and-a-half 
million KWH, today. 


Water revenue leaped from §$6,- 
498 to $16,837 in the 11-year period. 
And forced installation of a new 
water system which will swell re- 
ceipts still higher. 

Assessed value of real estate at 
Jackson was a mere $398,977 at 
Jackson in 1938. Today real estate 
is evaluated at $1,002,000. 

And bank deposits? They climbed 
from $576,000 to $3,896,000. 


The average hourly pay for the 
industrial workers is $1.05 an 
hour. All but three or four of 
the mill’s personnel are native 
Alabamans, who always were 
willing to work but had little more 
than time on their hands before 
the underwear plant came to 
town. 


NEW ENGLAND WORRIES— 
Recent dispatches from “Down 
East” indicate that Massachusetts 
State officials and other New Eng- 
landers are considerably disturbed 
by Southern industrial expansion. 


A New England delegation is 
asking the U. S. Department of 
Commerce and Labor to tell 
them how to win friends and 
hold industries. 

The Easterners could get the 
answer, however, from such 
Dixie leaders as the president of 
the Central of Georgia Railroad, 
Marion J. Wise. 

Wise discounts the Down East 
{dea that industry is moving south- 
ward because of cheap labor. In 
a little-publicized talk before 
Southern industrial editors at Ath- 
ens, Ga., Wise declared: 


TOP REASONS —The Central 
of Georgia executive listed the 
three main reasons for Dixie's in- 
dustrial growth. They are: 

Decentralization of industry to 
put plants closer to the markets. 
(Consumer demand for manufac- 
tured goods has grown steadily in 
the South with its increasing pur- 
chasing power. 

Southern income increased by 
187 percent from 1940 to 1947 
while, in the same time, the na- 
tional income gained but 150 
percent.) 

Availability of raw materials 

(these would include agricultural 
products, timber, soi] and water.)

An agricultural research pro- 
gram which most certainly will 
help shape your life in future 
years was begun last week by the 
U. 8. Department of Agriculture 
at the Georgia Experiment Station 
in Griffin. 


The Department began setting 
up what will be one of four re- 
gional plant introduction stations 
on the United States. 

These stations, which will be 
operated in co-operation with the 
agricultural extension services of 
the various States, will be con- 
cerned in promoting the immigra- 
tion of new plants from the for- 
eign countries of the world. 


The program is the latest move 
in a long history of plant importa- 
tion that began with the American 
Indian in prehistoric days, con- 
tinued with the explorers, colonists 
and later settlers, and was ex- 
panded subsequently by travelers, 
missionaries and others who went 
Overseas from the VU. S. and 
brought back plants which caught 
their fancy. 

With the establishment of the 
regional stations, the program of 
plant immigration, however, will 
be placed on a more systematic 
and scientific basis. The stations, 
such as the one at Griffin. will be 
the starting point for trained 
groups of plant explorers who will 
g9 into the far corners of the 
world in search of foreign plants 
of particular value to agriculture 
and industry. 

What these expeditions find will 
he shipped to the regional centers 
for cataloguing and planting.

The “Thataway” of the title indicates Westward. The 
author was deputized by his Eastern neighbors, alarmed 
by the spread of the Western (U. S.) influence on the rest 
of the nation, to travel into the land of the setting sun and 


find out the score. 

What H. Allen Smith found 
was a caution and he has set 
it down in this book for all to 
read ... and laugh at uproar- 
iously. 

Smith had decided to take Tal- 
lulah Bankhead on his motor 
trip, but his mulish (that’s 
Smith's adjective, not ours) wife 
insisted on accompanying him, 
contending La Bankhead’s con- 
versation would merely bore 
him. Since she had a hammer in 
her hand, Smith agreed to the 
latter arrangement. 

The author traveled West 
with an open mind. He was bent 
on bringing back a factual re- 
port on the erstwhile Wild and 
Woolly country as it is today. It 


was not his intention to debunk 
the Land of the Great Open 
Spaces. 

Rest assured, however, that 
Smith found plenty to interest 
him. He poked his ribald nose 
for news into the strangest 
places, saw some of the most 
amusing things and people, and 
dug up a raft of’ characters, all 
of them good for a story that 
tickles the risibilities.

son and wrote the newspaper 
story which gave “Pitchfork 
Ben” Tillman his name. The 
Chronicle sent him to Washing- 
ton to cover the 53d Congress in 
1893. In the Senate from Geor- 
gia when he arrived ~-re Al- 
fred H. Colquitt and Gen. John 
B. Gordon with whom he 
formed a lifelong friendship. He 
writes of these statesman of an- 
other era ani of the Washington 
of that time with an enchanting 
style and flavor. 

Bayne heard William Jennings 
Bryan make his first speech in 
Congress. He has known every 
President since Grover Cleve- 
land. He _ writes’ intriguingly 
from firsthand information of 
such characters as Carrie Nation 
and “General” Jacob Coxey. 

Returning to Georgia in 1905, 
Bayne became associate editor 
of The Atlanta News, but re- 
cently established by John Tem- 
ple Graves. With the latter he 
moved to The Georgian when it 
was begun in 1906. His chapter 
on the Atlanta race riots of 
April that year is one of the high 
spots of the book. His account 
of the Hoke Smith-Clark Howell 
campaign for the governorship 
that year is another. 

It was during this period in 
Atlanta that Bayne formed the 
closest friendship of his life. It 
was with another talented young 
journalist by the name of Don 
Marquis. The two spent many 
hours together and corresponded 
as long as Marquis lived. Mar- 
quis dedicated nis book “Master 
of the Revels” to “Charlie 
Bayne, the only man I ever 
knew who stopped a train to 
borrow a match.” 

Bayne left Atlanta in 1909 to 
become chief editorial writer of 
the Munsey chain of newspapers 
with headquarters in Washing- 
ton. He stayed there until 1917, 
when he returned to The Macon 
News of which he served as edi- 
tor for many years. It was dur- 
ing this second Washington stay 
that Bayne worked with a green 
young sports writer named Bugs 
Baer and had an exceilent in- 
sight into the developments 
leading up to the First World 
War. 

His recounting of events of 
recent years are as colorful as 
the earlier, although they will 


. hardly hold the same nostalgic 


|| 


attraction for oldsters. But when 
Bayne, in conclusion, sums up 
the philosophy he has formulat- 
ed in 80 active years, there is a 
universal appeal. 

“Coming of the Crow’s Feet” 
is no modern-day epic of sex and 
sin, 

Instead of the conventional 
bosomy heroine, its jacket car- 
ries a simple pen and ink draw- 
ing of a kindly, intelligent old 
gentleman with a pipe. 

It is a refreshing if reminis- 
cent note in the stpuid cacoph- 
ony of current literature and, 
unless the people have lost their 
taste for good reading, should be 
on best seller lists for many 
months to come.—P. J. F.

Able Military Study of War of ‘60s

LINCOLN FINDS A GENERAL, by Kenneth P. Williams; Macmillan, two vols.: $12.50. 


Undoubtedly, there will come a day when it can be said in truth that all that should 
be written about the War Between ihe States has been written. 
here. “Lincoln Finds a General” is the proof. 


The two volumes, with two 
more to come, will comprise a 
military study of the war, with 
focus on the generalship of the 
Union armies. The half of the 
work now in hand is enough to 
demonstrate the value and im- 
portance of the project. 

We have waited a long time 
for this. Its need has been pain- 
fully apparent ever since Doug- 
las Southall Freeman explored 
the Southern command under 
Lee in “Lee’s Lieutenants.” 

That is not to say that “Lin- 
coln Finds a General” is a 
Northern counterpart of ‘“Lee’s 
Lieutenants.” It js not. Williams 
has produced a job distinctive in 
its own right. The basic ap- 
proach of the two studies is 
sharply different. Where Free- 
man embraced the whole body 
of Confederate leadership under 
Lee, Williams is concerned al- 
most solely with generals of 
armies. Where Freeman looked 
at the quality of corps, division 
and brigade command, Williams’ 
central theme is the search for 
the one man who could cake 
charge at the top and successful- 
ly oppose Lee. 

Ulysses S. Grant is, of course, 
the general Lincoln finds. These 
first two volumes afe prelimi- 
nary to his advent on the central 
scene. 

Some of Prof. Williams’ find- 
ings on the pre-Grant generals 
are in sharp variance with the 
conclusions of other historians. 
John Pope, Ambrose Burnside 
and Henry W. Halleck emerge 
from these pages with consider- 
ably rfore stature than they 
usually have been _ accorded. 
The contrast is especially marked 
in the cases of Pope, popularly 
known as an incompetent brag- 
gart, and Halleck, who has been 
regarded as a fumbling figure- 
head. On the other hand, Joe 
Hooker and George Meade come 
out of Williams’ hands with a 
great deal of polish rubbed off. 
In the case of George B. Mc- 
Clellan, Williams scoffs at re- 
cent efforts to defend him and 
criticizes him with almost un- 
mitigated harshness. Actually, 
the most imposing figure in 
these volumes, at least in his 
grasp of military essentials and 
strategy, is Abraham Lincoln. 

It will be hard to challenge 
Williams’ verdict. They are ex- 
ceedingly well documented. His 
main source has been the 128 
volumes of the Official Records, 
but his general research has 
been so thorough as to make the 
publisher’s description of his 
knowledge and scholarship as 
“staggering” seem like an un- 
derstatement. —BOB PRICE.

that the unions endeavor to 
make total abstinence pledge 
signing a part of every Sunday 
School Temperance Lesson pro- 
gram; that we assist in cam- 
paigns to outlaw the liquor traf- 
fic in local, county-wide and 
State-wide elections; that we se- 
cure signatures to the Larger- 
Bryson bills to prohibit Federal 
liquor advertising; that each 
State send its State President to 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 12, 13, 
1950, for the Anti-Liquor Adver- 
tising Bill hearing, and each lo- 
cal union be asked to contribute 
to her expenses. 


She also recommended that we 
secure introduction of and spon- 
sor bills in State Legislatures to 
outlaw beer as well as hard liq- 
uor in grocery stores, public eat- 
ing places and gasoline filling 
Stations; that we secure regular 
time on local radio stations for 
promotion of total abstinence: 
that we protest wet advertise- 
ments in magazines, newspapers, 
motion pictures and over the 
air, and that we commend those 
places that do not carry them: 
that more WCTU motion picture 
films be purchased by State and 
county unions and a loan fee be 
set for use by local groups to 
pay for and replace said films. 
It was recommended that we 
co-operate with churches which 
observe commitment Sunday, 
and ask pastors to plan temper- 
ance activities preceding this 
Sunday.

Aid Stock Raising

nts of vast importance to the changing 


agricultural economy of Georgia and the other Southeastern 
States are now in progress here at the Berrv School. 


These experiments, the first of 
their kind in the South, relate to 
the economics of permanent and 
year-around pasturage and are de- 
signed to hasten the development 
of the livestock industry as the 
greate-t single factor in Southeast- 
ern agriculture. With the progres- 
sive decline of the cotton economy 
in this region, such experiments 
have a special value to Georgia. 

Briefly, the purpose of these ex- 
periments is to determine: (1) 
what grasses grow best in various 
types of soil and (2) what grasses 
or combination: of grasses will 
provide the best and lowest cost 
pasturage for Georgia's budding 
livestock industry. To get the an- 
swers to these questions, agricul- 
tural experts, both scientists and 
economists, are “keeping books” on 
these experiments. 

The management of the Berry 


School has scheduled a five-year 
program for these experiments and 
the John Bulow Campbell Foun. 
dation, of Atlanta, has made the 
program possible through a grant 
of $125,000. This money is being 
made available at the rate of $20,- 
000 a year during the five-year pe- 
riod. The program itself got un- 
der way on Nov. 1, 1948, but this 
is the first public announcement 
about it. 

In this effort to establish the eco- 
nomics of pasturage in the South- 
east, many agencies are co-operat- 
ing with the Berry School. They 
include the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Atlanta, the Georgia Ex- 
periment Station at Griffin, the 
Agricultural Extension Service of 
the University of Georgia and the 
Trust Company of Georgia, in At- 
lanta. 3 

The inspiratio for this program 
originated with John A. Sibley, of 
Atlanta, Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees of the Berry Schools and 
also Chairman of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Trust Company of 
Georgia. Sibley, one of the dy- 
namic leaders in Georgia’s present 
economic revolution, believes the 
best way to advance the agricul- 
tural end of that revolution is to 
hurry along the change-over from 
row-crops to a cow-and-tree econ- 
omy. It was Sibley who induced 
the John Bulow Campbell Founda- 
tion to put up the money necessary 
for these pioneer experiments in 
permanent and year-around pas- 
turage. 

This experimental program plans 
not only the improvement of exist- 
ing pasturage at the Berry School, 
but also the development of new 
pasturage, all designed to discover 
the dollars-and-cents value of the 
various grasses, or combinations of 
grasses, suitable for year-after-year 
pasturage 12 months in the year. 
They likewise envision such pas 
turage not only for beef cattle and 
dairy herds, but also for hogs and 
chickens—the kind of pasturage 
which will produce the best results 
at the lowest cost. 

For direct supervision of the 
program, Clarence N. Walker, 
Business Manager at the Berry 
Schools, selected Joe Stone, an ex- 
perienced agricultural expert, as 
Farm Manager, and Fred Saun- 
ders, a trained agricultural scien- 
tist, as agricultural economist. 
Stone directs the experiments and 
Saunders keeps the books. 

The Berry School now has 875 
ecres in pasturage for beef cattle 
and 540 acres for the dairy herd. 
It plans to increase pastures for 
beef cattle to 2,000 acres and on 
both kinds of pasturage it is mak- 
ing experiments in permanent, 


‘bermuda, 


acres in serecia and hard-seeded 
crimson clover, and 168 acres in 
Appalachian mixture, which 
cludes White Dutch clover, blue- 
grass, dallas grass, bermuda anid 
common lespedeza. Other portions 
of the existing pesturage are be- 
ing reworked into one or the other 
of these combinations. The experi- 
ments on the smaller plots will de- 
termine the combinations for the 
1,200 acres of new pasturage now 
on the program. 


Pastures at the dairy farm con- 
tain 540 acres, of which 200 are 
now in permanent pasturage. One 
of the most interesting of the pas- 
tures for the dairy herd is a 23. 
acre plot of hard-seeaded crimson 
clover and rve grass. The clover 
reseeds itself and normally rye 
grass is an annual. But on this 
plot the rve grass has appeared for 
three vears in succession without 
reseeding. 


Stone says his experience shows 
that hogs and chickens prefer pas- 
turage of Ladino clover. He has a 
7Oacre pasture in Ladino clover 
for the hogs and a 20-acre plot of 
the same grass for the chickens. 
Ladino clover reseeds itself, 


During the year Stone has de- 
veloped 378 acres of new pastures. 
There are six of these new plots. 
Each will be seeded with a dif- 
ferent combination of grasses. 


“On the low lands, dallas grass, 
bluegrass and bermuda are being 
retained, with fescue and Ladino 
added,” he explained. “On the up- 
lands, native grasses, including 
bluegrass and dallas 
Zrass are being retained and we 
are adding orchard grass, fescue 
and Ladino.” 

Of the economics of these exper- 
iments Business Manager Walker 
Says: 

“We have employed an agricul- 


tural economist for the purpose of 


establishing a system of records 
designed to show in detail a com- 
plete picture of the development 
of every pasture tract, old and 
new, including soil studies, costs 
of development, fertilization, seed- 
ing, crop yields, dairy and live- 
stock production and all other 
costs incurred as well as results ob- 
tained from year to year during 
the development of this program. 


“These records will include re- 
sults of experiments, combinations 
of fertilization and seeding, quan- 
tities produced, costs and weights 
of livestock, gains in weight, in- 
come from sales, rainfall, temper- 
ature, profits and losses and other 
data necessary for measuring re 
sults and determining progress. 

“Such a record system is now be- 
ing developed and maintained and 
will be modified, amended 1nd ex- 
panded from time to time as the 
program develops. Photographs 
are being made at regular inter- 
vals, showing the various stages 
of the improvement of existing 
ppstures, the development of new 
pustures and grass production on 
these tracts.”

The bank pointed to the currently 
Strong position of electric appli- 
ance makers; textile and paper in- 
dustries and peak construction ac- 
tivity among other sustaining in- 
fluences. 

Brushing aside anv idea that 
current labor squabbles could do 
anything moye than temporarily 
hurt the business situation, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Snider told 
a meeting of bankers at San Fran- 
cisco that 1949 was turning out 
to be another ‘“‘tremendous year” 
for business. 

“On the broader front of the na- 
tional economy,” he said, “it has 
become increasingly apparent that 
the basic factors making for our 
continued growth and_ progress 
have been far stronger than the 
forces tending to pull us back.” 

The stock market had no diffi- 
culty in going along with this 
view, prices advancing to a new 
high for the past 12 months at 
one time and holding most of the 
advantage. Activity was heavy all 
week. The bond market continued 
to reflect the steady demand for 
high quality issues that has been 
a feature of trading recently. 

Disclosure that profits of Amer- 
ican industry turned up in the 
third quarter for the first time in 
a vear fitted in nicely with all the 
other points of strength in the 
business picture. A compilation 
by the Associated Press of reports 
of more than 300 leading corpora- 
tions showed a total net profit of 
$1,003,644,061 in the July-Septem- 
ber period. This was 4.3 percent 
better than total profits of the 
same firms in the April-June quar- 
ter. 

Settlement of the quarrel be. 
tween the Steelworkers Union and 
the big Bethlehem Steel Co. and 
several smaller outfits was too late 
to bring any appreciable change 
in the production of steel ingots 
last week. It should be an uphill 
climb for steel from here on, how- 
ever, even if the industry returns 
to work on a company by company 
basis rather than all at one time. 
There are some 80 steel making 
companies in the United States. 

Last week's operating rate of 8.8 
percent of rated capacity was 
estimated to produce 162,000 tons. 
This compared with a 9.0 percent 
rate and output of 166,000 the pre- 
vious week. A year ago the in- 
dustry was hitting a fast stride 
and operated at 98.9 percent with 
1,782,600 tons rolling out. 

Freight carloadings continued to 
point up the sad plight of the na- 
tion’s railroads. With coal load- 
ings only a skeleton of normal and 
other bulk freight shrinking from 
the drop in overall business, load- 
ings totaled 591,317, a drop of 36.5 
percent from last year’s 930,973.

49°F’ WELFTH Night, or What You Will,” 
one of the merriest of Shakespeare's 
comedies, was written, we believe, in 
the year 1601, or slightly earlier. There is a 
famous description in John Manningham's 
diary of the play as presented during the 
‘Christmas festivities of the Middle Temple, 
where Manningham was at the moment study- 
ing law. 

His diary is concerned chiefly with the ser- 
mons he heard during his residence as a law 
student, but on Feb, 2, 1601..-or, since he was 
careless with his dates, possibly in 1602--he 
wrote this entry: 

“At our feast we had a play called ‘Twelfth 
Night, or What You Will,’ much like the Com- 
edy of Errores, or Menechmi in Plautus, but 
most like and neere to that in Italian called 
Inganni. 

“A good practise in it to make the Steward 
beleeve his Lady widdowe was in love with 
him by counterfeyting a letter as from his 
Lady in generall termes, telling him what shee 
liked best in him, and prescribing his gesture 
in smiling, his apparaile, &c., and then when 
he came to practise, making beleeve they 
tooke him to be mad.” 

Manningham’s reference to the play by 
Plautus and to an Italian story called Inganni, 
or The Cheats, tells us less about sources than 
at first appears. “Twelfth Night” con- 
tains two distinct plots, one dealing 
with unconscious, the other with 
conscious, deception. 

The conscious deception is in | .% 
the story of Malvolio and the 27 %4@ 
trick played on him by Sir Toby 
Belch and Maria. Malvolio was 
the major domo in the household | 
of Olivia. He was a stiff-necked;: 
pompous fellow with no sense of 
humor. Sir Toby and Olivia's 
maid, Maria, write a letter to him 
in Olivia's handwriting, saying 
that she loves him and would 
gladly be his wife, and asking 
him to show certain signs that 
he reciprocates her affections. 

The signs she asks for 
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In Shakespeare's Comed 


are three—that Malvolio shall wear yellow 
stockings, with his garters crossed- over his 
calves, and that he shall wear a broad smile 
whenever he speaks to her. When the poor 
fellow appears in his grotesque costume, smil- 
ing like a Cheshire cat, Olivia thinks he has 
lost his mind; permits him to be locked up. 

This story is, so far as we know, entirely 
Shakespeare's own invention, The characters 
of Sir Toby Belch; his ridiculous friend, Sir 
Andrew Aguecheek, and Maria, are among his 
most masterly portrayals of funny or foolish 
people, 

Sir Toby, who is Olivia's uncle, should 
have been a gentleman, but in his own attrac- 
tive way he is a rascal. His friend, Sir Andrew, 
even better born, has a full purse but an 
empty skull. Sir Tovy encourages him to pay 
court to Olivia, Knowing that his niece will 
never marry Sir Andrew, but as long as the 
gullible fellow hangs around, Sir Toby can 
borrow money from him. 

The trick played on Malvolio, and the 
amusing antics of Sir Toby, are what those 
who read the play usually remember most 
clearly. The other theme, which fascinated 
the ancients and gave to Shakespeare and his 
contemporaries a pleasure which we do not 
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y: Pompous Malvolio 
Was Tricked Into Believing That Olivia Loved. 
Him—See Willy Pogany's Cover Painting 


entirely share, is concerned with mistaken 
identity, especially a mistake caused by the 
resemblance between identical twins. 

In “Twelfth Night" the identical twins are 
Viola and her brother, Sebastian, who are 
shipwrecked together on the coast of Illyria. 
Viola is rescued, but she believes Sebastian is 
drowned. Viola resolves to take service with 
Orsino, the Duke of Illyria, and for propriety's 
sake she masquerades as a‘boy. 

In Shakespeare's time, when women did 
not act on the stage, and all female parts were 
plaved by men or boys, it was easier for a 
female character in the story to masquerade 
7s one of the other sex. Since Viola and her 
brother Sebastian are identical twins, it is im- 
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suaded by Sir Toby to pursue her and force a 
fight. But Sir Andrew catches up not with 
Viola, but with Sebastian, who trounces both 
Sir Toby and Sir Andrew. 

When the Duke finds Olivia married to 
Sebastian, and understands that the brother 
and sister are not the same person, he mar- 
ries Viola and everybody is happy except 
Malvolio. 

This wonderful comedy remains a favorite, 
but only for its high spirits and gorgeous fun, 
or for the lovely songs which are scattered 
through it. Its tone is set by the spirit of 
laughter and the spirit of music.

Sir Toby encourages Sir 
Andrew to challenge Viola to a duel. When 
poor Viola is frightened away by the sight of 
a drawn sword, Sir Andrew is easily per-

He signed her in 1932 and changed her name to 
the one she uses today. She appeared in “The 
Private Life of Henry VIII” with Charles Laugh- 
ton. “The Private Life of Don Juan” with the 
Jate Douglas Fairbanks, Sr., and “The Scarlet 
Pimpernel” with the late Leslie Howard. 

She liked particularly working with the 
sensitive Howard and they became fast friends. 

Men were quick to appreciate Merle. She 
was lovely and petite—five feet, two inches tall, 
with hazel eyes and chestnut hair. 

Gossips early began to link Merle romanti- 
cally with famous men. She was reported as 
engaged to Producer Joseph M. Schenck, then to 
Actor David Niven. It was Korda, however, who 
first took her to the altar on June 3, 1939.

She divorced Korda in Juarez, Mexico, on 
June 4, 1945, and married Ballard by proxy on 
June 26. While she and Ballard were doing 
scenes on the Universal lot for “This Love of 
Ours,” the two proxies went through the mar- 
riage ceremony before a judge in Mexico. 

Troubles were not long in coming. In 1947, 
Merle and Ballard, still together, went to the 
Film Festival in Venice. There the star met 
Count Giorgidé Cini. 

The young count had a romantic involvement 
of his own, an aristocratic Italian girl, but he 
and Merle took to each other immediately. 

Merle and her husband were often guests on 
Giorgio’s yacht. Soon, however, Merle began to 
go out alone with Count Cini. 

The count’s family objected. His father, 
Count Vittorio Cini, an important industrialist, 
himself had married a motion picture actress, 
Lyda Borelli, but according to reports, the family 
disapproved of Merle as a divorced woman. 

After Merle announced her separation from 
Ballard and returned to Hollywood, however, 
Giorgio kept the transatlantic telephone busy. 

There was a report that they were cooling, 
then Merle divorced Ballard in the same Juarez 
court where she had won her freedom from 
Korda, and left for Paris. 

The count saw her often and it looked as if 
he were winning over his family because Merle 
was invited to the Cini castle near Venice. Later 
she and the count spent happy days at the Cap 
d'Antibes. Giorgio now introduced Merle as his 
fiancee. Daytimes, they went speedboating. In 
the evening they. visited the chic restaurants 
and casinos on the Riviera.

Brookline, Mrs. Anderson said that her “heart 
was really in New Hampshire, the home of her 
ancestors, where she had a_ thousand-acre 
retreat. 

In 1939, after the death of her husband, she 
wrote Governor Francis P. Murphy, of New 
Hampshire, saying that she considered that state 
her home, and adding: 

“TI am returning to New Hampshire, where 
my father’s people lived, and I will try to make 
a good citizen and take up my responsibilities.” 

Despite that statement, Massachusetts, as 
well as New Hampshire, claimed her as a resi- 
dent after her death in November, 1948, and 
both sought $400,000 in inheritance taxes from 
her estate. 

Witnesses were called before a special com- 
mission to decide where her home actually was. 
Mrs. Anderson's cook said it was New Hamp- 
shire. Records showed she voted in that state 
in 1940 and 1944. There were other witnesses 
who were just as suregher legal domicile was In 
Brookline, Mass.., inclading Mrs. Grace Warner 
Gulesian, composer, who said that, speaking of 
her Brookline home, Mrs. Anderson told her: 

“I shall live here the rest of my days -with 
the spirit of Larz.”’ 

No matter how the commission decided. the 
case was less complicated than that involving 
the estate of Col. Edward R. Green, son ot Hetty 
Green, one-time “Queen of Wall Street. 

Colonel Ned always claimed that Texas, wher2 
he once ran for governor, Was his home. Even 
though he left Texas in 1911, and never spent 
much time there ayain, when he signed hotel 
registers he put down “Terrell, Tex.” as his 
residence and for years maintained a room— 
and a pair of pants -there. For some time after 
he left, he returned there to vote. 

When he died in 1936, Texas claimed inherit- 
ance taxes of $4,947,057 from his estate. 

But Texas wasn't alone. Massachusetts asked 
$4.947,008, contending that his estate, Round 
Hill, at South Dartmouth, Mass., was his chief 
domicile. New York sought $5.910,201, and 
said that his real home was the hotel suite he 
maintained continuously in New York City. 
Florida demanded $4.663.857, contending that 
his true domicile was his estate in Miami Beach. 

Together with federal inheritance taxes of 
$17,520,987, those claims added up to $1,500,000 
more than Colonel Ned's total fortune. The 
conflicting claims of the four states finally 

reached the United States Supreme Court. 
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“| Consider New Hampshire My 
Home," Mrs. Larz Anderson Wrote to the Governor 

of the State. But the Law May Decide the Home of Her 
Ancestors Was Not Necessarily Hers. 
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Maybe it's Where You Park

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Disposing of the Florida claim, 
Justice Stone said:

At the same time, Justice Stone 
held that Colonel Ned's frequent 
statements that he was a resident of 
Texas were not enough to make that 
state his domicile. 

“Residence in fact, coupled with 
the purpose to make the place of 
residence ore’s home,”’ he said. “are 
the essential elements of a domi- 
cile. While one’s statements may 
supply evidence of intention req- 
uisile to establish a domicile at a given place; they 
cannot supply the fact of residence there.” 

Colonel Ned’s heart may have belonged to 
Texas—-but his home didn’t. 

Nor did the mere fact that Colonel Ned kept 
a New York hotel room satisfy the court. Justice 
Stone agreed with the Supreme Court's special 
master, John S. Flannery, who reported that 
Round Hill was his domicile. Flannery reported: 

“Round Hill was the principal home...He 
had invested nearly $7,000,000 at Round Hill, 
compared with $1,500,000 at Star Island.” 

Massachusetts collected the tax, and the 
other states were left out. 

Yet the courts will, sometimes, accept the 
Claims of the heart. In one case, a man had 
been forced by business to leave his. native 
State, and go to another. He spent nine months 
of each vear in the second state-—but kept his 
home in the first, and always spoke of bis native 
State with affection, and the house there as his 
dome. The courts agreed it was his domicile. 

Tougher tangles sometimes arise when a 
house stands astride a state line. The courts 
have geverally held the legal domicile is located 
in the state in which most of the house stands. 
If the house is equally divided between the two 
States, then the domicile is in the state in which 
the main entrance is located. 

The courts aren't much concerned why a man 
may change his dwelling place, 

A\ case in point was Albert DeCaen Small- 
wood, of St. Louis and Boston, who went to 
Puerto Rico to escape federal income taxes. 
After his death July 21, 19-44, the United States 
tried to collect $133,039.26 in estate taxes. 

The United States Tax Court, however, ruled 
that --regardless of why he went to Puerto Rico 

he was legally domiciled there; and that the 
tommeas estate tax didn't apply to United States 
citizens who were also residents and citizens of 
Puerto Rico.

OMETIMES at dusk her lone figure flitted 
S along Cliff Walk, in Newport, R. I., high 

above the mournful breakers. She might 
pause, one hand gracing her picture hat while 
she viewed the restless sea, and then Beatrice 
Turner would vanish into the shadows of her 
jet-black house, ‘‘Cliffside.”’ 

Neighbors who glimpsed her would wonder 
anew. Who was the mysterious Miss Turner, 
really? With homes in Newport and Philadel- 
phia, she must be wealthy, so why was she 
dressed in the fashion of a bygone day? What 
did she do, alone in that strange mansion? 

A few shrugged absently and hinted at an 
aging spinster wasting empty years of a life 
that had never bloomed. Perhaps she knitted, 
rocking before the fire, they said. Others had 
odder explanations. But certainly love and 
laughter, fantasy and soaring dreams seemed to 
have no place within those forbidding walls. 

When death recently answered their ques- 
tions, it was with revelations more poignant than 
any had efivisioned. 

Unraveling of the mystery began when Bea- 
trice Pastorius Turner, 61, died in the Philadel- 
phia house where she had been born. Beatrice’s 
will disposed of her $80,000 estate with the cool 
clarity befitting the daughter of the late An- 
drew J. Turner, merchant, and a descendant 
of both Francis Pastorius, founder of German- 
town, Pa., and Jacob Shallus, penman of the 
U. S. Constitution. 

She directed that executors Clark W. Hanna 
and the Pennsylvania Company turn her Phila- 
delphia home into studios to be used “at a 
nominal charge by deserving former students of 
the Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts.” Costs 
were to be defrayed by sale of “Cliffside,” at 
Newport, which she ordered “cleaned out.” 

Thus it was that workmen acting under her 
final orders entered “Cliffside” to discover the 
tragic beauty of Miss Turner’s life on every wall. 

She had spent more than 40 years paint- 
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“Paint Me a Picture of Yourself," 
Her Father Had Commanded, So 
the Obedient Beatrice Began to 
Paint the Dream Self She Could 
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ing 1,000 portraits of herself as she must have 
longed to live. Portraits ringed the rooms there 
and were piled on every shelf in every closet. 

Her paintings overflowed from chests and 
peered fromvevery corner. Together with diaries 
and notes scattered everywhere on innumerable 
bits of paper, they told a story of a sensitjve 
girl who had created a dream world in oils when 
denied access to that of ordinary mortals. 

That denial, it was shown, began in 1906 
when, at the age of 18, she was forbidden to 
attend the Academy of Fine Arts any longer be- 
Causeeshe would view nude models. Devoted to 
her father, Beatrice listened when he said:  ‘ 

“Paint me a picture of yourself.” 

She responded with a portrait of a girl with 
heart-shaped face, soft eyes and full, smiling lips. 
The pleased father wrote in her journal: 

“When looking at thy form divine, 
Perfect in each curve and line, 

And gazing at thy silken hair 

And looking in thy orbits rare, 

A misnomer ‘twas in naming thee 

Aught else but Venus.” 3 

He bought “Cliffside” in 1907 and the family 
spent from May to November there each year. 
The lovely Beatrice seemed content to attend her 
parents, paint more portraits of herself and write 
in her diaries. 

In 1913 her father died. Beatrice made a 
portrait of him before the funeral, and wrote, 
“My drawing of Papa in death is the only face 
approaching God-hood I have ever drawn. Can 
it be that I do not strike the right fire? At any 
event, nature now holds me in its spell.” 

The father once had written another poem 
which began: 

“I dreamed that I dwelt in a house of black, 

Located in the Land of Arcadia, 

And absolutely nothing did it lack, 

For I was with two of my sweethearts...” 

Now Beatrice ordered ‘‘Cliffside’’ painted jet- 
black to conform to the poem. Life hemmed her

in even more closely. She helped ‘‘Dear Mama,” 
Adele Haas Turner, also an artist, with invest- 
ments-—and painted. There was no world out- 
side her mirror and her mind’s-eye now.” . 

She continued to dress in the fashion at 
which time had stopped for her. Drawn by her 
beauty, admirers tried to know her better and 
she treasured a letter from one young man who 
pleaded for encouragement. 

Beatrice was not to be rescued from her 
dream world of art as Elizabeth Barrett was 
from one of verse. Her young man lacked the 
fire of an impetuous Robert Browning. Beatrice 
refused to see him. - 

But she began to paint herself with romantic 
Prince Charmings. Then with fair-haired chil- 
dren on her lap. With brush and canvas, she 
daubed her dreams of life. 

When her mother died in 1940, Beatrice made 
one supreme effort to break from her — 
web. She exhibited a portrait at the Newport 
Art Association and won the “People's Prize.’’ 

With what must have been soul-stirring re- 
solve, she made the nude sketches which had 
been denied her long ago. These sketches were 
all of herself, still a well-proportioned figure. 

It was too late to regain the outside world. 
She had the lights turned off in “Cliffside,” .ris- 
ing and retiring with the sun. She'sketched and 
painted until her- health broke and she died. The 
doctors said, ‘Malnutrition.’ 

A neighbor, Attorney Nathan Fleischer, res- 
cued 100 of her paintings and gave Beatrice 
Turner a posthumous “one-man show” to which 
fashionable Newport flocked, 

There they learned the secret of the mysteri- 
ous Miss Turner, who mixed the colors of life as 
she wanted them to be and gave her heart to a 
painted love,

HELMA BRUNDAGE tripped up the steps to 
T the front door of a house in her neighbor- 
hood and, with an eager sense of anticipa- 
tion, pushed on the bell. She was just beginning 
a pin-money job, interviewing Denver housewives 
for a national research organization, and every- 
thing about it sounded fine. 

It was such a pleasant way to make a few 
dollars, Thelma thought, just talking to people 
about their lives and their happiness. 

A few minutes later the job didn’t seem so 
wonderful. The person she was interviewing, a 
22-year-old housewife and bride of only a few 
months, was in tears. All because of that ques- 
tion: ‘Are you happy with your husband?” 

That night, in the privacy of her bedroom, 
Thelma Brundage broke down and wept. All 
that day she had encountered misery, once-happy 
marriages heading for the rocks of the divorce 
courts. In six of every 10 homes she had visited, 
the wife was contemplating breaking up her 
home. 

Herself a divorcee, living with dreams of 
what might have been, and a person who liked 
people and hated unhappiness, Mrs. Brundage 
decided right then and there to do something 
about it. : , 

She had heard about Alcoholics Anonymous, 
the group of former problem drinkers which en- 
deavors to steer other people away from alco- 
holism. Why not, she reasoned, attack divorce 
in the same way? 

Three women came to her first meeting, and 
yvradually the group increased to 20. Many prob- 
lems came up. There was, for example, the 
woman, Whose husband paid no attention to her 
when he came home from work. She felt ne- 
glected, and it was easy to go on from there 
into self-pity. 

Mrs. Brundage didn’t allow her to waste time 
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attacking her husband. Rather, what were his 
good points, and why didn't he want to talk to 
her when he came home? 

It was easy. The wife had no incerest in his 
work, and let him Know it. She herself had 
erected the barrier. 

Another woman, named Alice, went further. 
She met her husband at the end of the day with 
cross words. Finally: he just stopped coming 
home. It took a bit of probing, but the women of 
the group, themselves all with marital prob- 
lems, got to the bottom of Alice’s trouble. 

Alice listened to radio dramas all day, throw- 
ing herself into each dramatic situation as 
though she were the heroine. After eight hours 
of that. no wonder she was tense at the end of 
the day-—and no wonder her bewildered husband 
finally gave up. Alice found other, less demanding, 
interests, and her husband not only began coming 
home after work, but hurrying there. 

The situation was even worse in. another 
home. The wife was expecting a child, and her 
husband was not only philandering, but bragged 
about his association with another woman. This 
looked bad for Mrs. Brundage’s theory that in 
most cases it is the wife who destroys the mar- 
riage. but the group of women persevered. 

The husband, they found, felt insecure in his 
job, and had developed a strong sense of in- 
feriority. Far from encouraging him. the wife 
had nagged him over money matters, and com- 
pared him unfavorably with other men in the 
neighborhood. 

The only place he could go for solace and 
encouragement Was to another woman. 

Once his wife forced herself to understand 
that she had driven him into the situation she 
had complained about so bitterly, she started 
over again. When the husband found that he 
could receive the encouragement and apprecia- 
tion he needed in his own home, there was no 
reason to go elsewhere,

“Harmony in Marriage,” as Mrs. Brundage’s 
movement was called, saved 17 marriages out of 
that first group of 20. Gradually the idea spread 
over Denver. and other groups were started. 
Mrs. Brundage has received inquiries from per- 
sons all over the nation, and has encouraged 
them to start Harmony in Narriage circles in 
their own home towns. : 

Of first importance, Mrs. Brundage _ has 
found, is the emphasis on what is good about 
the husband, not his faults. Frequently a wife 
who has come to complain winds up by bragging 
about her husband. One woman who maintained 
that her husband was the most hateful man in 
the world was told to list all his bad points 


‘and all his good. 


Her pencil flew over the paper as she wrote 
“stingy,” “thoughtless,” ‘‘caustic’’ and other ob- 
jectional features. It moved more slowly when 
she was called upon to write the points in his 
favor-—but when she was through, the favorable 
list far outweighed the bad. She was told to 
take the list home and live with it. 

Next week she showed up looking as radiant 
as a bride. “What a fool I’ve been!” she cried. 
“Here I've got the best husband in the world 
and to think I almost lost him.” 

An organization somewhat similar to Mrs. 
Brundage’s has been started in Chicago by Sam- 
uel M. Starr, a divorce attorney. Calling his 
group “Divorcees Anonymous,” Starr collected 
some 950 divorced people who regretted their 
broken marriages. These people, who know the 
loneliness divorce can bring, have personally 
experienced practically all the reasons mar- 
riages break up, and are willing to pass on the 
hindsight of their experience to others. 

Already the group has caused several recon- 
ciliations. “It would be a big joke on me,” said 
Divorce Attorney Starr, “if this thing ruins my 
business. Oh, well, I can always go into corpora- 
tion law. It would be worth it.”

Mrs. Ruskin suspected that Ariane might 
have scarlet fever, and called Ariane’s father, 
who confirmed the diagnosis. But scarlet fever, 
Dr. Ruskin knew, has been stripped of many of 
its terrors by modern medicine, 

Dr. Ruskin instilled a 
watery solution of Procaine 
Penicillin—of which he, with 
some other contestants, claims 
to be the originator --into his 
daughter's nose every. third 
hour. Another rorm of pen- 
icillin was given orally. For 
some three days Ariane re- 
ceived large amounts of pen- 
icillin steadily. The result of 
the treatment was that the 
soreness of the throat and 
fever were alleviated rapidly. 
Other symptoms subsided 
much sooner than usually hap- 
pens in scarlet fever. Some 
12 hours after the first nasal

treatment, the girl was able to swallow orange 
juice and other nourishment. 

The really important thing about, Ariane’s 
case was that no complications, that is other 
serious ailments, developed. In the light of the 
general experience of physicians with the use 
of penicillin and other new antibiotics against 
scarlet fever it is justifiable to believe that early 
and adequate treatment was decisively bene- 
ficial. The earlier the correct diagnosis is made, 


and the proper treatment begun, the greater is 


the chance of quick recovery and prevention of 
serious, even fatal complications. 

Although scarlet fever germs are always 
around, the outbreaks of the disease are most 
frequent in winter, spring and fall when people 
gather indoors. Sore throat, fever and vomit- 
ing uSually start the attack. There are chilly 


sensations, with or without fever, and in infants 
even convulsions. 


Generally, on the first day the tongue is 


grayish white. Next day or later the coating is 
shed and a strawberry red color appears on the 
tongue. The rash, which might begin with red- 
dish points or as a general scarlet glow, spreads 
over the face, neck and the rest of the upper 
body. But there is a circle of pallor around the 
mouth. A few days or weeks after the onset 
of the disease, the skin begins to peel off. Any 
or all of these symptoms might occur individu- 
ally or together. 


When a child has such symptoms as sore 


throat, high temperature, vomiting and chills. 
the mother should call a doctor immediately. 
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There are special tests for 
diagnosing scarlet fever. 
Samples of germs swabbed 


from the throat are grown on —_— a: £ 


glass plates covered with a 
nutrient substance. If the scar- 
let fever bugs are present, that |. :; 
helps to confirm aé_ positive 
diagnosis. ‘ 

Two Chicago _ physicians, 
Drs. George F. Dick and Gladys 
H. Dick, are famous for their Dick test which 
establishes susceptibility to scarlet fever. 

In this test the poison developed by scarlet 
fever germs is inoculated into the skin of the 
forearm. If in 18 to 24 hours a reddish area 
grows around the point of inoculation it means 
that the person is susceptible to scarlet fever. 
During a suspected attack, the tests first show 
susceptibility. Later tests, as the disease is 
overcome, show non-susceptibility, or immunity. 

The use of the Dick toxin, in repeated doses, 
to build up resistance to scarlet fever is favored 
by some, but not advocated by pediatricians 
generally. In dealing with scarlet fever it is 
not in vaccination but in proper early treatment 
that the doctors place their faith. 

The most important remedies for scarlet 
fever are penicillin and the new antibiotics, 
Aureomycin and Chloromycetin (trade name 
Chlorarnphenicol). Some doctors still use Sul- 
fadiazine, also with one or two other sulfa drugs. 
Penicillin is effective in any form, in the vast 
majority of cases, regardless of age of the pa-

tients. Particularly useful, according to certain 
medical reports is Procaine Penicillin because its 


‘efiect) lingers on much longer than those of 


ordinary forms of the drug. 

One injection of a form called Flo-Cillin 96, 
for example, consisting of Procaine Penicillin in 
peanut oil, gelled with aluminum monostearate, 
builds up a stcrage of penicillin for four days— 
enough to cure most cases of scarlet fever. 

Some believe that scarlet fever is a mild 
disease. That is folly. The disease leads to 
complications—nephritis, inflammation of kid- 
neys, pneumonia, middle ear infections and rheu- 
matic fever. Antibiotics, such as penicillin, also 
antitoxin (from horse serum) and Gamma 
Globulin (from placentas) help in prevention of 
serious complications, and in clearing them up. 

Mostly a disease of children between five 
and 12 vears of age, scarlet fever can occur 
in babies less than a year old or in persons above 
90. The disease is spread by human contacts, in- 
fection of foods, inhaling of germs in the air or 
even in clothes and furniture.

HEN Margaret Mitchell, author of the 
fabulously successful “Gone With the 
Wind,” died recently in Atlanta after 


being run down bya taxicab, millions wondered 
why in 13 years she'd never written another 


novel. Her failure to do so added her name to 
the world’s role of “one-shot” authors. Most of 
these actually continued writing until they died, 
yet are remembered solely for one masterpiece. 

Maryaret Mitchell, however, didn't even at- 
tempt to write a second book. 

It was perhaps inevitable that she would 
write her saga of the Confederacy. For she grew 
up in Atlanta, the setting of her book, hearing 
countless tales of the Civil War from her father, 
who was president of the city’s historical society. 

After attending Smith College, she worked 
as a feature writer on the Atlanta Journal. Hav- 
ing thus absorbed both the material and the 
technique for writing her story, she acquired 
the necessary leisure through misfortune ~—-the 
same sort of misfortune that later took her lifé. 

Soon after she married a fellow reporter 
John Marsh, an automobile accident left her vir- 
tually bedridden for years. When she'd read near- 
lv every book in the public library, her husband 
cusrrested: “Why not write one of-your own?” 

So, chiefly to amuse herself, she began “Gone 
With the Wind.” Though she had the massive 
nlot clearly outlined in her mind, she went about 
the writing in a manner a professional would 
hove termed inefficient. She wrote her last 
chapter first. Then, as the mood struck, she 
wrote others, sealed them in separate envelopes 
and filed them away. Sometimes she wrote three 
or four versions of a single chapter. It took 
her nine years. But she left chapter one, and 
the title, until the very last. 

“As a reporter,” Miss Mitchell would explain 
“I'd always had trouble writing my lead!” 

When she had finished the story she packed 
it away. Then a publishing house editor heard 
of it. But she was extremely reluctant to let 
him see her. manuscript, at first even denying 
it existed. While he was reading it on a trans- 
continental trip, she followed him with telegrams 

urgently demanding it back. 

More than 8,000,000 copies of “Gone With the 
Wind” have been sold since it was published in 
1956; it has been printed in 30 languages, in 40 
countries. One of the reasons for the book's huge 
popularity is the tempestuous love story of 
I.heit Butler and Scarlett O’Hara. Women read- 
ers, instead of disliking the attractive, scheming, 
selfish Scarlett, universally find her fascinating.

ond book, when her millions of fans never stopped 
clamoring for one? She usually explained that 
the enormous volume of mail from admirers all 
over the world, plus business correspondence 


connected with the book and its movie rights, 


kept her busy full time. But sometimes she con- 
fided she had no desire to write a second book. 
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This seems more plausible, for her correspond- 
ence could have been handled by others. 

Isn't it likely nine vears of gruelling work on 
“Gone With the Wind” had exhausted this frail 
voung woman’s enthusiasm for writing. as well 
as her material? That her famous book really 
represented, and was regarded by herself as. her 
life’s work, completed? That she realized that 
after her enormous success any subsequent at- 
tempt would be anti-climactic? 

Ross Lockridge, Jr.. author of the best-sell- 
ing “Raintree County,” was another whose life's 
work was destined to lie between the covers of 
a single book. But in Lockridge's case, death 
left unanswered the quesiion of whether he had, 
or haitn't, intended to wri.e a second nevel,. 

After finishing seven vears of werk on his 
1,066 pases of Indiana romance and history, he 
found’ himself abruptiv deprived of what had 
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been so long his consuming, driving, all-imp:-r 
tant interest in life. Shortly thereafter, at th 
height of his success, he was discovered slumped 
over the steering wheel of his car in his tightly- 
closed garage at the rear of his home in Bloom- 
ington, Ind.- -dead from carbon monoxide fumes. 

Another “one-shot” success, whose fate vir- 
tually duplicated Lockridge’s, was Thomas Heg- 
gen, young Minnesota author of the best-seller, 
“Mister Roberts.” Weggen’s humorous tale of 
Wartime life on a navy supply ship was adapted 
into a play which became a Broadway hit. But 
despite this success, Heggen recently was found 
dead in his bath as the result of an overdose 
of sleeping pills. If he had lived he. of course, 
might have written a second book. However, 
several years had passed since “Mister Roberts” 
appeared, during which he'd apparentiv made no 
attempt to do so. 

In the past, innumerable writers have flashed. 
meteor-like, across the literary horizon with a 
single work that displayed undeniable genius 
and then have subsided into writing that is no 
longer. remembered.

declared the winner. 

Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons, who trained such 
super-horses as Gallant Fox, Omaha. Johnstown 
and a host of others. also lost a two-year-old 
that might have been the greatest of them all.

OR 13 years Mrs. Anna F. Sullivan kept a 
secret locked up in her heart and in her 
home. 
This was, in her own judgment, the secret 
and symbol of her sin and shame—-a son whose 
| father was not her vanished husband; an illegiti-

This is a problem which women the world 
over have sought to solve for many centuries in 
many ways, some with murder, some with secret 
adoption, some with brazenness and deceit, some 
with contrition and pe:ance, kindness and

: Mrs. Sullivan sought another solution. She 
hid her son from the world. The world never 
suspected his existence. 
From the time he was a burefoot toddler un- 
til he had reached the age of carly adolescence, 


still barefoot, she kept him locked up in a four 
, room apartment on the third floor of a house in 
; the Roxbury section of Boston. 

, ee He never went to school. He never patted 


a dog. He never shot marbles, spun tops, flung 
baseballs or careened belly-bumpos down the 
pitch of a snowy hill. For him there was no 
“bright ecstasy of irresponsible youth.” 

He was the captive of the cunscience of his 
mother and his only world was contained within 
the tiny apartment. His only companions were 
the woman whose shame he represented and two 
older brothers and a sister for whose. exisience 
Mrs. Sullivan had no reason to fee] ashained. 
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Her other children were taught he was the 
con of a relative and thai he must be concealed 
to shield the relative. So he was hidden. 

Because her husband had deserted her, Mrs. 

Sullivan received support from the welfare de- 
partment and when the welfare agent made her 
routine visits of inspection at the Sullivan home, 
the boy was locked in a cubby of a room which 
had a heavily screened. single window and no 
electric light. The agent never suspe@ted. Nor 
did other callers. Nor did the neighbors. Wohnen 
neighbors called, the boy was hidden in his 
cubby and was as quiet as a little mouse. 
‘ The neighbors knew Mrs. Sullivan as a 
kirdly, pleasant woman who kept an Immacu- 
late hoyse, a good mother to three children, 
generous ‘almost to a fault with those whose cir- 
cumstances were as meager as her own. She 
was the stoutish, matronly type which seems to 
exude serenity. Yet beneath the placid surface 
of her life she lived a terrible lie of turmoil] and 
confusion, and fear that gnawed eternally. 

Week after week and month after month the 
lie became more difficult to maintain. the secret 
more difficult to harbor. Year after wear the 
secret yvrew bigger and bigger: a dark-eyed 
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voungster with long, black curly hair like a 
girl's. He had pale, almost translucent. skin 
from lack of sunshine. He nad spindly legs and 
arms from lack of exercise. But like a plant 
which sometimes prospers without sun and tend- 
ing, he kept right on growing. One day last 
March he became a secret too big to keep. 


IS brothers had grown up and were away 
H in the Marine Corps. His vounger sister was 
in school. His mother, gone to the store, had 
forgotten to lock the froni door. 

A half-hour later two cops in a cruising car 
saw him standing on the sidewalk leaning 
against a light pole. He wasn't going any- 
where: he was merely gazing in» wonderment 
and awe at passing people and automobiles. at 
a peddler’s pushcart, at an alley tabby.

Reporters 
and photographers chipped in to buy him 
clothes. :

and overwhelmed by overnight transition from 
complete obscurity to national attention.

Gerald told his questioners he had been kept 
always under lock and key in the lightless 
pr.son room and that he never got enough to 
eat. Mrs. Sullivan said he had been given the 
run of the apartment and concealed in the little 
room only when other family members were 
present. And that he had been as well fed as 
any other member of the family. 


pts physical condition bore her out. He was 
slightly underweight but no nutritional defi- 
ciency was found, his eyesight was good and 
except for lack df muscular development, most 
noticeable when he climbed stairs, his body at- 
tested the truth of what his mother had said. 

Furthermore, Gerald's vocabulary and_all- 
around intelligence were not in keeping with his 
story of no family associations. He said he had 
learned to speak by listening at the keyhole of 
his locked door (he was quick to appreciate the 
kind of answer that his questioners preferred). 
His mother said she and other members of the 
family taught him speech. He said he knew 
when a winter had gone by because birds re- 
turned to neighboring rooftops. Mrs. Sullivan 
said she herself taught him of the changing 
seasons, had taught him many things. 

He was asked if he knew what prayer was. 

“You ask God for something,” he replied. 

“Who is God?” 

“God gave us this world,” he said. 
all I know.” 

For a day he was like an animal uncaged 
for the first time, running wild in exuberance, 
touching this and that, learning names of things 
unfamiliar, enraptured, trying to absorb in 24 
hours the Knowledge he should have gained 
gradually through babyhood and childhood. 

One reaction stood out: He loved everybody 
and everything except — he said —-his mother. 

Finally the law wisely called a halt to his 
haphazardous interrogation and he was removed 
from the public eye while the case against his 
mother was continued by the court. 

That he had been done a terrible harm, none 
questioned on the basis of Mrs. Sullivan’s own 
admissions. Whether there is permanent injury 
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which will keep him subnormal physically and 
mentally is doubtful. In the opinion of psychi- 
atrists, the psychological toughness which is 
characteristic of youth will pull him through. 

Meanwhile, in combined relief and shame, 
Mrs. Sullivan made known the circumstances 
of her transgression. 

Two sons were born of her marriage to John 
Sullivan of Roxbury, and they were just of 
school age when he deserted her. 

“That was 15 years ago. My husband walked 
out and said he was never coming back. He 
was cruel to one of the boys. For a long time 
I never saw him or heard from him. 

“Then I met a man who was kind to me. 
He was a boss foreman employed by the city. 
We discussed marriage but so far as I knew 
my husband still was living. 

‘Later, when I discovered I was to become 
a mother, this man agreed to pay all expenses 
and contribute weekly to Gerald's support.” 

Gerald was born in the Roxbury nome and 
for 13 months he was boarded out with another 
family, his father paying the expenses. He was 
registered at birth as an illegitimate child, a 
tragic act inconsistent with all that followed, 
and ironically tragic in view of the fact that 
Massachusetts law recognizes as legitimate, un- 
less otherwise specifically declared, every child 
born to a married woman. 

Gerald remained boarded out until one night, 
suddenly, his father collapsed and died in the 
kitchen of Mrs. Sullivan's home. 

“T had always hoped and planned eventually 
to have him back with me because I loved him. 
Now, with the money for his board cut off, I 
had to bring him home at once. 

“Tt never at anv time mistreated him or was 
cruel to him but I kept him hidden because I 
was ashamed and afraid of what the neighbors 
would say. I wanted to spare us all. 

“When Gerald was two my husband came 
back briefly. He didn't stay long and when I 
told him I was to have another child by him,

the little girl, he left the house. I've never seen 
him again. 

“I didn’t give Gerald schooling or let him 
outside except on the rear porch dressed as a 
girl so if he was seen the neighbors would think 
he was my daughter. 

‘‘Now I am glad for my boy’s sake it is over. 
The sleepless nights I’ve suffered when I thought 
of his future are at an end. I knew it would 
come out sooner or later but those years were 
years of agony in which I paid for my sin.” 


ET, in the eyes of the law, she had not yet 
paid for her sin. At first she pleaded guilty 
to the charge of neglecting Gerald, then was 
permitted to change her plea, and at the con- 
clusion of a private court hearing, she was 
found guilty. The court sentenced her to an 
indeffnite term in a state reformatory for women. 
She appealed to a higher court and mean- 
while she was freed on bail provided by the 
neighbors and friends whose tongues she feared. 
There was a brief reunion with Gerald who, 
his hair cut boy-fashion and dressed in boy's 
clothes, sat in her lap and rested his cheek 
against hers while she wept. Nobody then 
asked the bewildered little fellow whether he 
loved his mother. He certainly seemed to. 

A few days later Mrs. Sullivan signed papers 
placing her boy in the custody of the Catholic 
Charitable Bureau where he is being gradually 
brought into adjustment to normal life. His 
progress is good. 

In mid-September, Mrs. Sullivan appeared 
before Chief Justice Warren P. Higgins of 
Superior Court and throwing herself upon the 
court's mercy pleaded guilty to neglect of the 
child. Judge Higgins placed her on probation 
for one year with this observation, “She used 
poor judgment but I guess we all do at times. 
She has suffered enough.” 

She won her freedom, but whether Gerald 
will be returned to her care is a question not, to 
be decided ‘in the near future.

I{e went to Officers’ Training School, and was 
commissioned a Second Lieutenant June 4, 1943. 
Ty served-as a pilot in the Marine Air Trans- 
port, based on Kwaljalein, Saipan and Kyushu. 
There was shooting going on around those bases 
~-and bringing in supplies and carrying out 
wounded wasn't a snap job. 

Bullets weren't the only danger. Once over 
Kwaljalein, Ty was checking a new Marine Corps 
pilot in a twin-engined ship. Over the island 
they went into a power dive-—and the new pilot 
accidentally shut off both engines. 

The young pilot lost his head, and the result 
could have been disastrous. Instead of bawling 
him out, Ty said calmly: 

“Tt’s quiet up here, isn't it 

While the youngster was wondering whether 
to laugh or not, Ty regained control of the plane. 
He was proving the truth of a slogan he had 
learned out there: 

“There are brave pilots, and there are bold 
pilots. But there aren't any bold, brave ones. 
They’re all dead.”’ 

Recklessness, in other ewords, had no part 
in flying. Risks had to be taken by brave men 
—-but they had to be calculated risks. 

He was discharged, a First Lieutenant, in 
November, 1945. But the call of far places— 
the feel of a plane sweeping through the sky— 
was in his blood. In 1946 he flew a twin-engined 
plane around South America, covering 23,500 
miles. His studio, Twentieth Century-Fox Film 
Corp., was disturbed. 

“You're too valuable a man for us to have 
you flying around the world,” they told him. 
“You'll have to stop.” 

But he couldn't stop. In 1947 he flew 
a DC-3 across the South Atlantic, to Africa 
and Europe, and home by way of Ireland, 
Iceland. Greenland and Canada. In two 
years he flew more. than 100,000 miles. 

The sort of thing the studio feared 
almost happened on the South Atlantic 
flight. An auxiliary gasoline tank sprang a 
leak, and shot raw gasoline into the cabin. The 
slightest spark might have turned the plane into 
a funeral pyre. 

Ty remained calm. He told his companions 
to take off their shoes. to avoid the danger of a 
shoe nail striking a spark. He switched the en- 
gines to the leaking tank, drained it--and in 
two hours had his ship out of danger. 

In June, 1948, he flew to Portugal and mo- 
tored to Rome to make the picture, “Prince of 
Foxes,” and last summer he was in Africa, Scot- 
land and England, working on ‘The Black Rose. 

That was the record the “wise guys” pointed 
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to. They recalled, too, that Ty planned to fly, 
as soon as he could, to China, Siam, Burma, 
Java and Australia. 

Meanwhile, what of Linda? 

She was born in Tampico, Mex., daughter 
of a traveling petroleum engineer. She had trav- 
eled throughout the world with her father = go- 
ing to school in Haifa, Italy and Johannesburg, 
South Africa. She could speak six languages 
well-—-French, Italian, Spanish, German, Dutch 
and English. Linda, too, knew the lure of the 
far places of the world. She could guide Ty about 
Rome; she could tell him tales of places he had 
never seen. She could understand his wanderlust. 

He talked of India of China, Siam, Burma, 
Java and Australia. Ty wanted to fly~there in 
his own plane, as he had to Africa and Europe. 
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He and Linda first met in Acalpulco, when 
he was making “Captain from Castile,”” and she 
was appearing in a Tarzan picture, but they didn't 
become serious until they met in Rome. 

Ty was working on ‘Prince of Foxes” and 
Linda was in Rome with her sister. They were 
married as soon as the divorce of Ty and Anna- 
bella, whom he had married in 1939, and from 
whom he had been separated for several years, 
became final. 

Linda announced she was giving up her 
career (she had appeared in three movies). She 
and Ty wanted to raise a family~ and the fact 
that Linda lost her first baby recently hasn't dis- 
couraged them. 

But mostly she wanted to go with Ty——as 
often, and to as many foreign lands as she could. 

This time, she and Ty said, the “wise guys” 
were wrong. This was going to last. 
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Ty Dreams of Flying to China, Burma and India—and Linda 
Wants to Fly With Him as Often and as Far as She Can. 
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Any woman can be beautiful — at least women can be made lovely 
and charming and even glamourous and WE CAN PROVE IT.

TAN JONES was a little boy on his father’s 

S ranch in southern Arizona when he was al- 
lowed to accompany the cowpoles on a 
fall roundup. 

After a day in the saddle the range riders 
sprawled about a campfire, swapped stories and 
sang their plaintive western tunes. Stan, wide- 
eyed and worshipful, drank in the melancholy 
airs and strained to pierce the mystery of the 
black night and the rumble of distant thunder. 

On such a night an old cowpoke took Stan 
on his knee and unfolded a legend of the border. 
As Stan remembers, it went like this: 

“Now a cowpuncher who's leading a rip- 
roaring life will be riding along some dark and 
stormy night in the twilight of his years when 
he'll see a great flash of lightning. 

“In the flash he’ll see a devil's herd of wild- 
eved cattle racing across the clouds with a grim 
band of cowboys in pursuit. Riding in those 
saddles will be many ornery cowboys he's 
known in life... 


‘‘And the last cowpoke in the riding line will 


point toward a horse with an empty saddle... 
a saddle that waits for him...” 

Stan Jones, through boyhood and into man- 
hood, always remembered that legend. It stayed 
with him while he tried his hand at cowpunch- 
ing, at sailing the high seas, at lumberjacking 
. » « even when at last he became a U. S. Forest 
Ranger “riding herd on tourists.” 

Qne evening at Death Valley National Mon- 


,ument in California, after a day of ministering 


to. tenderfeet, he got out his guitar, lay back 
and strummed idly. A storm was building up 
and the legend came fresh and strong into his 
mind. His fingers picked a sorrowful cadence as 
phantom cowpokes chased a wraithlike herd 
across his vision. The words fell into place: 

An old cowpoke went riding out one dark 

and windy day, 

Upon a ridge he rested as he went along 

his way, 

When all at once a mighty herd of red-eyed 

cows he saw 

A-ploughin’ through the ragged skies and 

up a cloudy draw. * 

Before he quite realized it, the song was 
done. The next morning he tried it out on his 
tourists. They liked it. He plaved it again and 
again, touching it up here and there. He called 
it “Riders in the Sky.” 

There was, however, a nagging familiarity 


about the chords. It bothered him. 


He was assigned as technical advisor to a 
movie company on location. He tried the tune

Morris and Company, Inc. 
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on Frank Dougherty, publicity man, and John 
Naggot, co-producer. They liked it, too, and, 
like Jones, thought there was something fa- 
miliar about it. Why not, they suggested, try 
to sell it? 

In October of 1948 Stan Jones drifted into 
Hollywood and made a recording at Music City. 
By coincidence, Eden Ahbez, composer of ‘‘Na- 
ture Boy.” was there and heard it. “Burl Ives, 
the folk singer, would like that,’ Ahbez told 
Jones. He promised to contact Ives. 

Three months later, back in Death Valley, 
Jones read that Ives was on his way to Holly- 
wood to meet Stan and hear his tune. Stan 
returned to Hollywood. 

The day after his arrival Ives recorded 
“Riders in the Sky” and the ball started rolling. 
Top artists Vaughn Monroe, Peggy Lee. Bing 
Crosby, Sons of the Pioneers-—-recorded their 
versions. : 

Stan, at 35. found himself famous. Gene 
Autry secured the movie rights. Twenty other 
songs Stan had written were taken on contract. 
Finally, Stan solved the puzzle of the tune’s 
familiarity. It followed the pattern of the Civil 
War favorite, “When Johnny Comes Marching 
Home,’ almost identically for the first three 
bars and four notes, though the rhythms are 
quite different. 

“I did not lift the tune,” Stan Jones said,

“but I might have recalled it 
subconsciously. 
“Riders in the Sky” proved 

again the truth of the Tin Pan 
Alley adage that ‘“‘there are no new 
tunes.”’ 

Last February Songwriter Pat Genaro 
approached Sunny Skylar, composer of 
‘“‘Besame Mucho,” “Amor,” “Eyes of Blue” 
and other hits, with a song entitled, ‘“‘You’re 
Breaking My Heart.” The melody was based on 
an old Italian air, ‘‘Mattinata,’’ a favorite of 
Caruso’s. Skylar was only vaguely interested. 
Six years before an effort to turn the classical 
composition into a popular tune had failed. 

He thought the music over-arranged and the 
lyrics and title “corny.’’ But Genaro had a big 
selling point: his friend, Vic Damone, had 
promised to record it, and a top singing star's 
name can do wonders with any song. So Skylar 
revised the lyrics and simplified the music .. . 
an hour's work. Then he forgot about it. 

_ Last June Damone recorded ‘You're Break- 
ing My Heart.” It was’ an immediate success 
and rocketed to the top of the hit lists. 

Al Jolson reached into the treasure trove 
of the past for Ivanovici's “Waves of the Dan- 
ube" which, transformed into “Anniversary 
Song.” helped revive his fame and gave the 
world an old favorite in new garb. 

Chopin's “Fantasie Impromptu” got a new 
lease on life. through its modern counterpart, 
“I'm Always Chasing Rainbows.” And his ‘“Pol- 
onaise” became famous all over again when 
Buddy Kaye and Ted Mossman turned it into 
“Til the End of Time.”

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- The diet was de- 
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handy at all times. 

Muriel, 25, had a posture 
problem. All her life Muriel 
had scrunched down to 
make herself look smaller, 
for as a youngster she had 
been a fat little girl. Now, 
though no longer fat, Muriel 
was round - shouldered and 
very tense. 

The first thing 
that was pre- 
scribed especial- 
ly for our five 
girls was a pre- 
paratory diet 
for one week, 


vised for these 


girls, to meet 
their special 
needs. Not all 


people can go on 
such a strenuous 
diet. In fact, it 
would be highly 
inadvisable in 
any case except 
under a doctor's 
supervision. But 
after their indi- 
vidual medical 
examinations all 
of our girls 
were considered 
healthy and 
young enough to 
take it. The diet 
was high in vi- 
tamin content 
and well _ bal- 
anced. 

Even Mollie, 
who wanted to 
gain a few 
pounds, was put 
on this diet to 
the palate.” 

The first week's prepara- 
tory diet devised especially 
for our five girls was as fol- 
lows 
Breakfast: 

3 glasses of: hot or cold

If humgry between 
meals, they were to eat 
raw fruit, mainly

FE girls were told to drink 
- 10 glasses of water a day 
and if that didn’t keep 
them regular, to take a mild 
laxative. Only the mildest 
was permitted by the med- 
ical advisers despite the 
girls’ generally good health. 

No table salt was added 
to the foods. Too much 
table salt destroys the food's 
natural flavor and encour- 
ages water retention in the 
body, adding weight. 

The first week of dieting 
was the hardest of all the 
six weeks. As Muriel said, 
“If I didn't know the other 
four were yoing through the 
same thing, I could never 
have stuck it out.” 

It was difficult, they 
found, to give up sandwiches 
for lunch and meat for din- 
ner. 
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But the results were no- 
ticeable almost at once. 

By the third day Rita was 
all excited about how loose 
her dress had become around 
the middle. She no longer 
had to hold her breath to 
zip it. At the end of the 
week she had to take in her 
skirt one inch around the 
waist. She had lost six 
pounds,

The first week, too, the 
girls had been learning how 
to cleanse their faces thor- 
oughly. 

First they applied cleans- 
ing cream and removed it 
with tissue. This was fol- 
lowed with skin freshener 
on a ball of cotton. And 
finally they used a grainy 
cleansing preparation’ to 
scrub away dry, flaky skin. 

Before their nightly bath 
or shower, they put plenty 
of lubricating cream on 
their faces, which was re- 
moved with tissue and skin 
freshener before bed. 


N THE fourth day of the 

diet, after the girls were 
used to their new regimen, 
they began to exercise. | 

The exercises were sim- 
ple stretching movements: 
(1) reaching for the ceiling, 
first right hand, then left; 
(2) lying on the floor and 
stretching diagonally—right 
arm and left leg, then left 
arm and right leg. 

Ten minutes of these ex- 
ercises were done in the 
morning and ten more be- 
fore going to bed. 

Much emphasis was put 
on good posture, because 
even the most perfect meas- 
urements are of no use if 
the stomach protrudes, the 
Shoulders slouch and the 
chest droops. 

The first step toward good 
posture calls for straight- 
ening of the spine. To do 
this (1) the girls lav flat on 
their backs. (2) They bent 
and separated knees as far 
apart as they possibly could. 
(3) They dug their spine at 
the waistline into the floor 
as hard as they could and 
held this position while they 
counted 10. Then they re- 
laxed and repeated the ex- 
ercise five times. 

All the girls did special 
exercises for their  indi- 


vidual problems as , well. 

They gave an hour a day 
to these special exercises. 
In fact, they spent most of 
their lunch hours in shorts, 
exercising in The American 
Weekly's photographic stu- 
dio. They opened the win- 
dows to let in fresh, cool 
air, and then rolled and 
banged themselves around 
on the linoleum floor. 

Betty and Mol- 
lie worked espe- 
cially hard on 
exercises for 
heavy hips, 
thighs and legs. 
All the girls 
spanked, rolled 
and pounded to 
break down fatty 
tissue. They mas- 
saged them- 
selves, and some 
of them had to 
take long walks. 
Most of Mary’s 
exercises were 
designed to re- 
duce the waist- 
line and upper 
arms. 

Rita had _ to 
stay off her legs 
because’ they 
were already too 
muscular. Mur- 
iel worked at 
achieving better 
posture. 

The girls soon 
began to look 
and feel like new 
persons. 

Everyone no- 
ticed how much 
péppier they all 
became. Fatigue seemed to 
be a thing of the past. 

Eyes sparkled, complex- 
ions cleared up during that 
first week, and each girl felt 
she was on the way to ac- 
complishing great things. 
Each lost about five pounds 
that first week. 

But it took will power. 
Worst of all were the well- 
wishers who would take a 
girl aside and say, ‘What 
a diet! You can't live on 
that. You'll ruin your 
health!”’ 

The girls always had to 
explain that they were in the 
care of an expert dietitian 
who had first had them ex- 
amined by a doctor, that the 
diets were especially de- 
signed for them and there- 
fore there was nothing to 
worry about. 

Nevertheless, 
worried. 

Rita couldn't stand it at 
the dining room table with 
her family, so she decided to 
eat by herself in the kitchen 
for the six weeks.

In subsequent days, Wagner and Detective 
Michael J. Tevnan, of Prosecutor David's staff, 
visited numerous mining towns throughout 
Pennsylvania. Wherever they went they left 
descriptions of the murdered woman. 

But weeks passed, and there was still no 
break in the case. 

“We've done just about everything possible 
to bring about an identification,” Wagner re- 
ported to Prosecutor David late in March. “Now 
about all we can do is sit back and wait.” 

“If we only had some better information!” 
David. complained. 

“Well, we're probably lucky we have as much 
as we do, even though it seems impossible to 
trace the shoes or the arch supporters,” the 
Pinkerton sleuth reasoned.

Chief Barber consulted two circulars —one 
reproducing the dental work which Wagner 
and Tevnan had distributed throucheut the 
coal mining regions, then bec:an asking his call- 
ers, Mrs. H. G. Dodds’and Xirs. John Straub, a 
few pertinent questions. 

“Do you know if Mrs. Mowry had heel and 
arch supports in her shoes?” 

“Yes, she did,” Mrs. Straub replied. “Just 
couldn't get along without them.” 

“Was she good at dressmaking?” 

“Very good. She did over all her own clothes, 
and did quite a deal of sewing for her friends.” 
~ When he asted them if they Knew anything 
about Mrs. Mowry’s dental work, both women 
nodded in unison. “She had a new bridge with 
four upper right teeth put in about eight 
months ago,” said Mrs. Dobbs.

Mrs. Mowry, of Polish ancestry, was the 
45-year-old widow of a former mine \ orker who 
ad become director of the poor ‘or *Tercer 
County. After her husband's death, in 1919, she 
ted given up her own home and boarded with 
‘ciends. She had lived thriftily on her savings, 
Ler husband's insurance, and her mouest dress- 
making fees. 

In July, 1928, the women told Chief Barber, 
Mrs. Mowry had proudly introduced them to Dr. 
Pchard Campbell, a slim, distinguished Jooking 
rizn of about 55 to’60 --‘a pretty smooth talk- 
er.’ in their opinion, who allegedly operaied a 
Sanitarium in New York City. As Mrs. Mowry 
explained privately with some embarrassment, 
thev had met through a matrimonial agency. 

It had seemed—to her, at least--a wonder- 
ful stroke of luck to meet such a substantial and 
cultured gentleman merely through an advertise- 
ment and a brief correspondence. 


LATE in August. she and the doctar had left 

for Elkton. Marvland’s famed Gretna Green, 
and they had been married here on Aug. 28. 

Within two months, however, the bride had 
returned with the explanation that Dr. Campbell 
had been called away from his New York offices 
to perform a number of operations out West. 

She had decided not to go with him, she said, 
because he planned numerous moves and would 
‘e very busy. She would remain in Greenville, 
she said, until Dick could make a home for her. 

Several more months had gone by, and still 
she had not rejoined her husband. She had little 
‘6 say about him except that he was still very 
busy “in the West.” 

But her friends had detected a growin anxi- 
ety in her manner. 

On Feb. 1, 1929, she had suddenly left town, 
Dr. Campbell, it seemed, had sent for her. 
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On Feb. 18. Mis. Dodds had received a letter 
from her in which she gave little information 
except that everything was yoing along all 
right, and she would write again “in a few 
days.” The return address on the envelope was 
*60¢ Hudson St., N. Y. C.” 

That had been the last word of her. 

Chief Barber hastened to the room Mrs. 
Mowry-Campbell had lately occupied. 

He found there several letters signed “Dick,” 
in one of which he had written, “Please don't 
come just now. Ill tell you just when to come 
in a few days.” 

Several letters carried a Fifth ave., New 
York, return address: others had a West 42d 
St. address. On the marriage certificate, Camp- 
bell had given his address as “3707 Yosemite St., 
Baltimore, Md.” 

A call at the woman's bank in Greenville 
showed that she had withdrawn her savings of 
about $1,000 just before her departure, 

In New York, Detective Wagner, having re- 
ceived all this information, checked first at the 
ki:th Ave. address. He discovered that it was 
at Office operated by two sisters who rented 
mil privileges. They said Campbell had rented 
a mail box the previous October, and had res 
ceived mail there until December. 

All the letters delivered to him, the sisters 
recalled, had come from Greenville, and all had 
been in the same feminine hand. 

“He told us he was an engineer,” they told 
Wagner, “and that he made his living contribut- 
ing articles to leading technical magazines.” 

The 12d St. address, he learned, was that of 
a service Which rented desk space and telephone 
and mail privileges. 

Campbell had visited this place only three 
times. 

But there had been another visitor. 

On Feb. 10. a woman who said she was Mrs, 
Richard Campbell had called and stated that she 
was trving to locate her husband. 

They had been unable to help her on this, so 
she had asked them if they could recommend 
some place where she could stay for a fow days, 
They had sugvested Laura Spellman liall, a 
Y.W.C.A. hotel. The address: 607 Tfludson. st., 
from which the bride had sent her last message 
to Greenville. 

On Feb. 15, Campbell had called at the 42d 
St. office, received some mail. and learned that 
his wife had been seeing him there five days 
earlier. 

He had not come back since. 


They not only kept their fingers crossed but 
they held their breaths as the first-floor apart- 
ment door opened and they found themselves 
facing a gentle-featured woman of dignified 
mien, evidently fhe real Mrs. Campbell. 

“Is Mr. Campbell at home?” Walsh asked.

“But my husband has been gut of town all

“When do you expect Mr. Campbell back, 
ma‘am?” 

“Quite soon. about eight, I should say. He's 
attending a banquet, but he told me this morn- 
ing that he planned to leave after the meal, and 
not wait for the speeches,” . 

Wagner said, “Well, if the car wasn’t being 
used today, then we must be on a wrong steer. 
Somebody must have read the license number 
incorrectly.” 

The men withdrew to their parked car, not 
far from the house. 

Shortly before eight o'clock, they heard the 
whistle of a train from New York, and soon 
they saw their man approaching through a park 
which faced Madison Ave. 

They took him in custody as he crossed the 
sidewalk to enter the apartment house, 

Just 80 minutes later, slumped in a chair in 
Prosecutor David's oflice, the suspect began to 
tell his story.

At Laura Spellman Hall, Wagner learned 
that the woman had checked out on Feb. 20, 
less than three days before the murder. 

Wagner now phoned the Pinkerton branch 
office in Baltimore to request a check on the 
address given on the marriage certificate. By 
the following morning, April 11, he had this 
information: 

1. There was no Yosemite St. in Baltimore, 
but there was a Yosemite Ave. 

2. The address, 3707 Yosemite Ave.. was a 
vacant lot. 

3. No one in that neighborhood knew of a 
Richard M. Campbell. 

4. Tax records at City Hall disclosed that a 
house adjacent to 3707 had been owned by a 
man named H. Colin Campbell, residing on Tut- 
tle Parkway, Westfield, N. J. 

Early that evening, Wagner, Tevnan and 
Assistant Prosecutor John B. Walsh drove to 
the Tuttle Parkway address and found the house 
deserted. Neighbors informed the party that 
the family had moved-- where they didn't know: 
but a quick check of post office files showed that 
Campbell's mail was being forwarded to an 
apartment on Madison Ave. in Elizabeth. 

Detective Wagner at this point began to 
experience a feeling of doubt, for he had learned 
that this Henry Colin Campbell, married and 
the father of three young daughters, had held 
good positions as an advertising and publicity 
executive, and had been living a respectable life 
in suburban New Jersey. 

“Let's keep our fingers crossed,’ he muttered 
as they headed for the Madison Ave. address,

Accordingly he was impelled to fall back 
upon a source of income with which he had 
long been familiar. 

It was then that he got in touch with Mrs. 
Mowry through the matrimonial agency. After 
he married her and got her savings he tried to 
desert her but she was about to catch up with 
him. That was what caused him to make his 
fatal decision. 


N HIS confession, he described what happened 
on the morning of Feb. 23, as follows: 
“We got to Cranford between three and four 
o'clock that morning. I didn’t know what to do 
with her or where to go. She wanted me to take 


her somewhere where we could get some sleep. I 


didn't know where to go or what to do. She got 
kind of cold and drowsy in the car. 

“I made up my mind there was no way out 
of it, but simply to get rid of her. 

“I don't remember the name of the street. 
She was sitting in the front seat at the time. 
She was dozing. I held the gun up over her head 
and fired one shot.” 

He died in the electric chair at 8 -p.m., 
April 17, 1930. 

He never admitted the Margaret Brown mur- 
der, and no attempt was made to prove that he 
committed it. A Union County official remarked 
at the time, no matter how many crimes a man 
commits, you can electrocute him only once.
